In his request to 
congress 
for $1,500.000,000 to 
finance federal relief during the next fiscal year. 
President Roosevelt included the following statement. 
“Those who believe that government may be com­ 
pelled to assume greater responsibilities in the opera­ 
tion of our industrial system can make no valid 
objection to a renewed effort on the part of private 
enterprise to insure a livelihood to all willing work­ 
ers. Those, on the other hand, who believe in com­ 
plete freedom of private control without any gov­ 
ernment participation, should earnestly undertake to 
demonstrate their effectiveness by increasing em­ 
ployment," 
Throughout the message there is a tone of chal­ 
lenge to private industry to relieve government of 
its relief burden by taking up the slack in employ­ 
ment. 
Tills is dangerous simplification of a com­ 
plex problem 
Private industry cannot do by mere 
resolution what the President says it should do to 
demonstrate its 
‘'effectiveness” 
Mr. 
Roosevelt’s 
apparent belief that there are men “who believe in 
complete freedom of private control without govern- 
mnt participation" is 
almost 
refreshing. 
Where 
would he find them? 
How does he convince himself that it is possible 
for private industry to do by decree what it cannot 
do by accounting? 
Why does he choose to ignore 
the repeated charge by private Industry against gov­ 
ernment that 
repeated 
attacks 
sponsored by the 
Roosevelt administration have proved destructive to 
the very confidence which is essential to expansion 
and to Increased employment? 
It would be advantageous to the President to be 
able to blame private industry for continuance of 
unemployment. 
Fortunately there's no possibility of 
making the problem seem that simple. 
Industry will 
hire more men when circumstances Justify hiring 
more men. 
If Mr. Rixisevelt would pay more atten­ 
tion to creating those circumstance* and less atten­ 
tion to reviling businessmen, the progress of recovery 
would be more rapid.

Works Progress Administrator Hopkins has issued 
a general notice covering completely the subject of 
partisan politics and relief. 
It is plain enough for 
every WPA worker and official to understand. 
No 
WPA employe is required to contribute to any pol­ 
itical party. No WPA employe shall be hired or fired 
because of affiliation with a political organization. 
Politics is the personal business of every man and 
woman on the federal relief roll. 
Mr Hopkins can do no more than to make his 
policy as WPA administrator clear. 
He must know 
that he is virtually helpless, however. He. as an ap­ 
pointed official, cannot be held personally responsible 
for everything that goes on in WPA. 
Neither can 
President Roosevelt, who appointed him. be held per­ 
sonally responsible. 
But 
responsibility 
must 
be 
piaced somewhere. 
The only possible place is the present majority In 
the federal government. 
The proper administration 
of relief Is a responsibility 
of 
the 
political party 
wliich is in complete control of the government. That 
means it is the responsibility of the Democratic 
party as a whole. 
No one doubts for a minute that 
If the Republican party were the majority, it wrould 
be charged by the Democratic party with complete 
responsibility for administration of relief on a non­ 
partisan basis, assuming that it would have under­ 
taken to centralise relief administration. 
Actually, it Is not any political party but centralisa­
